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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed October 7, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

2. Applicant's primary argument is with respect to the prior art of record failing to 
teach or suggest the present invention, however, the prior art of Fujiwara et al. (JP 
2002133932 A) and Kurokawa et al. (JP 2001014922 A) remains commensurate to the 
scope of the claims (e.g., Claim 1 ) as stated by Applicant and as broadly interpreted by 
the Examiner [MPEP 21 1 1]. 

3. To elucidate, the below rejection is a recapitulation of the Examiner's broad 
interpretation: 

4. With regards to Claim 1 , Fujiwara discloses a backlight module including: 

- A light source group having a plurality of point light sources [Drawing 1 : 
(10RGB)]; and 

- A light guide plate [Drawing 1 : (5)] having a light input surface [Drawing 1 : (6- 
8)] for receiving light and a light output surface for emitting light [Drawing 1 : 
(9)], the light input surface being concave; 
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Note that the light input 
surface is defined as (6, 
7, 8), which comprises 
concave portions or an 
overall concave surface.

- Wherein the light source group faces the light input surface, and the light 
input surface has a curvature matching a distribution of light from the light 
source group [Note the above drawing]. 

5. With regards to Claim 1, Kurokawa discloses a backlight module including: 

- A light source group having a plurality of point light sources [Drawing 2: (1 1 )]; 
and 

- A light guide plate [Drawing 2: (2)] having a light input surface [Drawing 2: 
(212, 213)] for receiving light and a light output surface for emitting light 
[Drawing 2: (22)], the light input surface being concave; 




Note that the input surface 
comprises portions that are 
concave, satisfying the 
structural limitation as broadly 
interpreted by the Examiner. 
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- Wherein the light source group faces the light input surface, and the light 
input surface has a curvature matching a distribution of light from the light 
source group [Drawings 1-2]. 

6. All other claims stand rejected under the abovementioned reasoning and lack of 

argument by the Applicant.
